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REPORT  OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

IN  THE  TOWN  DISTRICT. 


March  22nd,  last,  F.  W.  Spicer  was  chosen  Superintendent. 
Early  in  June  he  notified  the  School  Directors  that  other  duties 
were  taking  so  much  of  his  time  that  he  must  resign  his  office 
and  on  June  11th  his  resignation  was  accepted  and  I  was 
chosen  to  fill  out  the  term. 

School  has  been  maintained  in  ten  of  the  districts  three 
terms  of  ten  weeks  each. 

Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  teachers  and  hoarding  places,  the 
pupils  in  the  so-called  Austin  district  were  carried  to  the 
schools  at  East  Enosburg  and  East  Berkshire  during  the 
spring  term.  For  the  fall  and  winter  terms  shools  were  in  the 
usual  places. 

I  have  spent  a  full  half  day  in  each  of  the  schools  each  term 
and  made  other  brief  calls. 

The  attendance  has  been  above  the  average  which  ma}--  be 
accounted  for  in  part  from  the  fact  that  there  has  been  less 
sickness  than  usual  among  pupils.  Contagious  diseases  an<l 
epidemics  have  spared  us.  But  even  during  the  past  year  the 
attendance  has  not  been  what  it  would  be  if  parents  fully  real- 
ized  the  value  of  education  and  what  a  l.n-eak  it  makes  in  a 
pupil's  progress  to  fail  to  be  in  school  at  the  very  beginning  of 
the  term,  and  lose  their  place  in  their  classes  by  absences  of  a 
dav  or  two  now  and  then. 
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The  constant  attendant  wms  tlie  prizes  and  soonest  mas^- 
ters  his  subjects  of  study. 

In  no  part  of  the  work  do  teachers  and  directors  need  the 
lieart}^  co-operat on  of  parents  and  guardians  more  than  m 
the  matter  of  steady  attendance. 

Is  it  not  practicable  for  the  coming  \'ear  that  the  Truant 
Officer  have  no  work  to  do? 

The  teachers,  ahnost  without  exception,  have  done  effici- 
ent work.  They  have  been  loyal  to  the  cause  of  education 
£ind  have  shown  a  deep  interest  in  their  pupils. 

Not  every  teacher  has  the  gift  alike  to  get  control  of  their 
pupils  so  as  to  have  perfect  discipline  by  winning  their  respect 
and  confidence.  Some  teachers  excel  in  teaching  certain  sub- 
ects  or  branches.  These  variatioi:s  are  to  Ije  expected  and 
are  unavoidable,  but  as  a  whole  the  discipline  and  methods 
iised  in  teaching  have  been  of  a  high  order. 

If  I  were  to  make  a  single  criticism  or  suggest  one  change, 
it  would  be  that  absolute  accuracy  be  insisted  upon  in  all  the 
i^eemingly  little  things  that  go  to  ma.ke  up  the  whole  in  the 
child's  edvication. 

The  business  world  demands  accuracy  in  doingeverything. 

These  pupils  will  all  too  soon  be  a  part  of  the  active  busi- 
ness world — if  they  form  the  habit  of  letting  nothing  go  incor- 
rectly done— it  is  the  sure  foundation  on  which  to  build  their 
education  and  insures  for  them  desirable  positions  later  in  life. 
So  I  hope  teachers  will  quite  carefully  teach  accuracy.  Speed 
in  work  will  come  by  practice. 

More  mone\-  expended  to  make  school  houses  and  school 
grounds  more  attractive  would  be  a  wise  outlay.  Surroniul- 
■  ngs  and  environment  influence  amazingly.  We  all  beliavc 
better  in  a  nice,  well  furnished  parlor  than  in  a  saw-mill. 
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New  first  and  second  readers  liave  been  purclaascd  during 
the  year ;  other  readers  are  needed.  There  is  need  of  good 
text  books  on  civics  and  physiology  for  the  coming  year. 
With  other  books  the  schools  are  quite  well  supplied. 

Two  or  three  schools  are  quite  too  small  for  profit,  but 
just  how  to  consolidate  them  is  a  complex  problem. 

The  policy  of  the  school  directors  to  continue  efficient 
teachers  in  the  same  school  for  several  consecutive  terms,  has 
good  results. 

Our  legislators  at  the  last  session  showed  a  wise  interest 
in  our  children  by  the  enactment  of  good  laws,  especially  one 
giving  more  equal  opportunity  to  get  a  high  school  education. 

These  new  laws  will  mean  more  work  for  school  officers 
and  call  for  increased  taxation;  but  is  anything  too  good  for 
Vermont  boys  and  girls  if  only  it  helps  them  to  make  the  most 
of  themselves— the  difference  between  the  best  and  worst  o' 
men  is  almost  infinite.  Maj^not  the  interest  we  take  in  or 
fail  to  take  in  the  education  of  our  boys  and  girls  result  in 
making  the  difference. 

If  I  do  not  mistake,  it  is  only  in  the  near  future  that 
young  men  and  young  women  will  very  much  need  the  equivo- 
lent  of  a  high  school  education,  or  more,  to  have  an  even 
chance  in  business,  in  social  life,  or  politics.  Not  in  the  spirit 
of  rivalry,  but  in  the  spirit  of  laudable  ambition  and  noble 
progress.  He  who  spake  this  beautiful  earth  into  being  said 
in  implied  clarion  tones,  "Till  it,  make  the  most  of  it  and  the 
best  of  yourselves." 

While  we  are  throwing  about  the  young  wholesome  re- 
straints and  safeguards,  let  us  not  fail  to  hold  up  l)efore  them 
the  highest  and  best  ideals.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

In  the  Town  District. 


School  has  been  maintained  thirty  weeks  in  each  of  the 
eleven  districts  of  the  town,  there  having  been  three  terms  of  ten 
weeks  each,  with  the  exception  of  ^^"0.  9  school,  where,  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  teacher,  owing  to  the  serious  illness  of  her  aunt,  the 
winter  term  was  closed  by  permission  of  the  directors  during  the 
ninth  week. 

Transportation  to  the  West  Enosburg  school  was  provided 
for  those  pupils  who  formerly  attended  in  No.  10  Sheldon,  there- 
by giving  them  the  advantages  of  one  of  our  best  schools  and 
securing  from  them  a  good  attendance. 

Our  directors  are  to  be  commended  in  their  endeavors  to  re- 
tain those  teachers  who  have  proven  themselves  efficient  in  the 
school-room,  for  the  difference  in  pay  between  a  good  teacher 
and  a  poor  one  is  insignificant  when  compared  with  the  work 
accomplished.  A  good  teacher,  a  good  school  with  any  surround- 
ings ;  a  poor  teacher,  a  poor  school  with  the  best  surroundings. 

It  should  be  the  pride  and  ambition  of  our  people  to  maintain 
comfortable,  convenient  and  sanitary  school  buildings  for  our 
children,  because  so  much  of  their  time  is  passed  within  the 
school-room  walls,  and  their  health  and  comfort,  even  before  their 
education  should  be  considered. 

Several  school-houses  have  been  repainted  adding  much  to 
their  value  and  attractiveness  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  other 
school  buildings  may  be  repaired  and  put  in  more  servicable  con- 
dition during  the  coming  year.  Especially  is  the  school-house  in 
No.  4  in  poor  condition,  it  having  received  but  few  repairs,  save 
shingling,  since  it  became  the  property  of  the  town  district  in 
1893. 
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I  have  visited  each  school  once  each  term,  except  No,  1, 
which  was  visited  only  during  the  spring  and  winter  terms.  The 
attendance  in  some  schools  has  been  excellent,  while  in  others  it 
has  not  been  all  that  we  could  wish,  but  on  the  whole  quite  up  to 
the  average. 

The  truancy  law  was  made  more  efficient  by  our  last  legis- 
lature, and  we  trust  the  time  is  near  at  hand  when  illiteracy 
among  the  boys  and  girls  of  Vermont  will  be  a  thing  of  the  past 

By  wise  provision,  higher  education  is  now  within  the  reach 
of  all  our  youth  who  earnestly  strive  for  it,  and  it  is  a  hopeful 
sign  of  the  times  that  more  and  more  of  our  boys  and  girls  are 
availing  themselves  of  the  opportunities  held  out  to  them. 

But  first  let  the  branches  taught  in  our  public  schools  be 
thoroughly  mastered,  the  foundation  firmly  laid,  for  then  and 
only  then,  can  the  higher  education  be  of  the  greatest  benefit. 

The  teachers,  almost  without  exception,  have  done  efficient 
work,  and  several  of  them  deserve  especial  credit  for  the  untiring 
conscientious  devotion  with  which  they  have  performed  their 
work.
